Knox has granted the request of 
Italy to surrender Porter Charlton, 
charged with the murder of his vlto 
at Lake Como. The secretary holds 
that the fact that Italy refused to 
surrender her citizens to the United 
States Tor trial does not relieve this 
country from the obligation of the 
extradition treaty to surrender to 
Italy fugitives from justice from '.hat 
country. The question of th,_> insan- 
ity of Charlton. it is suggested is 
oiie for the courts, and not for The 
state department to determine. 
Had Secretary 
Knox 
refrained 


from acting on this case for six days 
Porter Charlton would have been a 
free man, as the statutes required 
final action in the case within slstr 
days from the date of his committ- 
ment. 
The secretary takes broad 


grounds in his opinion, holding 'bat 
the mere fact that the Italian gov- 
ernment declines to surrender its 
own citizens does not absolve 
the 


United States from full responsibility 
under the extradition treaty and In 
no way acts to abrogate that treaty. 
The legal contention of counsel 


for the accused on that point and ou 
the other point that the Italian de- 
mand for Charlton's surrender had 
not been made in strict Mcofdafro 
with the requirements of the treatt :, 
arc swept away by the secretary JM ' 
without basis and the commititac 
magistrates' proceedings are found 
to have been regular in all respects, 
A closing remark by the secretarv 
is of deep significance- carrying the 
plain intimation that Charlton's at- 
torneys may have further recourse 
to the courts if they are disposed to 
raise the question of insanity. 
In concluding his memorandum in 


the case. Secretary Knox says: 
"In 
determining 
the 
meaning 


which, as a matter of public morals, 
ought to be given to an extradition 
treaty, it must be remembered th»t 
under our constitution and laws It 
is not possible to punish criminals 
in this country for crimes committed 
against the peace and dignity of for- 
eign governments, and that, there- 
fore. unless we surrender to such 
foreign governments for trial and 
punishment therein, our 
citizens 
committing crimes tviihin the juris- 
diction of such governments such 
citizens will go wholly un whipped by 
justice. 
Extradition 
treaties are 


negotiated and put into force and ef- 
fect in order that persons commit- 
ting crimes in onv country and flee- 
ing to another may be brought to 
justice, and to interpret an extradi- 
tion treaty which undar our constitu- 
tion is the supreme law of the land. 
in a way that, does violence to 
its 


obvious meaning and our consistent 
contention as to its meaning, so ** 
to produce a precise situation which 
the treaty -was designed to meet and 
correct, cannot be justified. 
"Counsel for the prisoner also con- 


tends that Charlton should not now 
be surrendered because the commit- 
ting magistratp refused to receive ^ 
testimony, tending to prove his in- * 
sanity. 
If the magistrate erred In 


thus refusing such testimony, 
the 
prisoner has his remedy in the courts 
and it is rot for the department at 
this staee of the proceedings to pa*s 
upon this question."
